THAT COUNTY A S S E S S O R 


Town meeting is approaching. 
This 
will probably be the last year for town­ 
ship assessor, as tin* commission appoint­ 
ed by the venerable Governor Oglesby, to 
prepare a new revenue law, decided that 
the nominee of a county convention could 
do the assessing better than men chosen 
directly by the people; and it is hardly 
probable that our legislature will have the 
hardihood ter go contrary to the decision 
of so august aud wise a body as a special­ 
ly appoiuted commission. 
The time now 
required by assessors in the county for 
their work is, oh an average, over thirty 
days each. 
It would therefore take one 
man six hundred and sixty days to assess 
the twenty two towns in this county, or 
about two years. 
A few moments care­ 
ful reflection will convince the thought­ 
ful/eader that the county assessors will 
not be able alone to get in all the returns 
between the first of May aud the first of 
Ju ly, as under the present system. 
This 
fact did not escape the penetration of the 
political 8 anhedrian appointed by our 
venerable Governcr. 
W ith consummate 
wisdom aud forethought they provide 
that the couniy assessor may appoint 
deputies to do the assessing for him 
As 
to the number of these deputies and their 
locality no provision is made, the com­ 
mission doubtless assuming that the fu­ 
ture county assessor would be a man of 
wisdom and judgment, and would ap­ 
point the right number in his county— 
say one deputy to each township—and, 
if thought expedient, the resident of a 
township to be the township deputy. Tie 
sagacity of this body of collective wis­ 
dom appointed by our veuerable Govenor, 
and the beauty and simplicity of their 
new system, thus becomes 
apparent. 
Tnere will be assessors in the county just 
as there are n«*w, hut instead of bein 
provided through the cumbersome and 
unjust method of an election by the peo­ 
ple, they will be appointed by the county 
assessor who will oversee and manage the 
whole business for us. 
It will reduce the 
asperities of town meetings by removing 
one elective officer from the ticket. 
The 
benefits that will be realized under the 
new system are utterly beyond computa 
tion. 
To gain anything of an adequate 
conception of the system in its beauty, 
harmonjr and simplicity, it would be nec 
essary to bring the matter down to the 
low level of the intelligence of the private 
citizens of Illinois; this would require 
abilities far surpassing those of the com 
inon scribbler. 
Of course there are peo 
pie who will raise objections aud criticise 
the proposed law. 
It will be said that 
any incompetent upstart is liable to cap­ 
tu re a sufficient number of delegates to 


1 secuie a nomination—and hence an elec­ 
tion—to the office of county assessor, aud 
would appoint 
deputies regardless 
of 
their fitness for the position. 
It is a suf 
fieient answer to such an objection to say 
that it is a reflection upon the wisdom 
and forethought of our venerable Gover­ 
nor’s commission. 
It w ill be objected 
that the deputy assesso rs will be liable to 
the same mistakes and inequalities in as- 
sessing that o btained no der the to wnahip- 
assesso r plan; and that the bo ar.d o f » up* 
erviso rs co nstitute a 'fairer equalizing 
co mmittee, than wo uld the co mmittee o f 
o ne—the co unty aeseaao r. It will alto be 


objected that the township is the unit of 
our political organization and that town­ 
ship independence is the life and main­ 
spring of Americaa liberty. 
The town 
meeting is a surer exponent of the will of 
the people than any caucus or legislative 
assembly, and the nearer we get to the

Ronnelof the inter-state commision was the 
chief topic of conv ersation here 
\\ ednesday, 
and as a general thing the conjpodtjon of the 
commission seems to giv e satisfaction. 
In » 
high character, competence and special fit­ 
ness of the fiv e gentlemen for the work be­ 
fore them is generally admitted, and w con­ 
sidered ample compensation for the long de­ 
lay in appointing them, and tho president is 
freely credited with hav ing brought one or 
the most diflicult task s he has yet enemy 
1- 
tored to a v ery gratifying an l successiul 
conclusion. 
The organization of the commission is the 
next thing look ed for. 
The commission? of 
the members hav e been signed by the presi­ 
dent and made roady to be sent to them, ar.d 
it is expected they will meet in W ashington 
in a few days and organizo ami get ready 
for the delicate and diflicult duties before 
them, which w ill begin on the 5th of next 
month, tho date on which the Inter-state 
commerce law goo» into effect. 
Four of the 
commission aro at their homos, and will re­ 
quire sorao time to clews» up their present 
business affairs. 
Col. Morrison, who is in 
Washington, desire* to return to his homo 
and settle up some personal matters. 
The delay on the part of the commissioners 
in getting together and organizing is not as 
serious as the delay which it is feared will 
grow out of the » election of quarters and 
clerk s, and tho performance of a v ast amount 
of c or r w s p c r ^ f or o 
the commission 
onn tak e intolh, 
“ 
*» v r of the 
problems that are sure to be thrust uj» oii it. 
The grav est and most fundamental questions 
hav e arisen under tho now law, and upon 
those it is of 
the 
utmost 
importance 
that the commission should clearly define its 
position I« 'foro proceeding with its work . 
Two members of tho commission, at least, 
hav e probably as yet giv en v ery little atten­ 
tion to these questions. 
The questions referred to are of tho most 
radical chara« ter. 
In tho first place it is 
disputed whether tho law applies to ship­ 
ments made from one 
p o i n t to another within 
astuto or only to those from ono state to 
another. Tin construction of tho clause 
“ under lik e circumstances and conditions,” 
the clause in reference to long ami short 
hauls and other phrases used in tho act, and 
prov isions made by it, are so v ariously con­ 
strued by constitutional lawyers that ono 
construction would reduce the effects of the 
now law to the most unimportant character, 
while another woul I loa« l to a complete re­ 
v ersal of commercial conditions and trans­ 
portation methods, and affect ev ery branch 
of trade and ov ory interest throughout the 
United States.

about medicine and the ills that fie*!» i* heir 
to, but not an much as the Clnn*>so demigo i?. 
whose dicta up on medicine have lw*on fol­ 
lowed unvaryingly for the last s*,0o;> 
years, 
and in which no w so m e 4G0,0Urt,GGO o f p ig- 
tailed jxtop lo have the most im p lieit an d a ’» id* 
ing faith. 
He said that there w ere m any 
government and p rivate colleges in < hiua in 
which p up ils were instructed; that a coin 
in surgery occup ied about 
four years, and in 
medicine six years. 
Before entering a nv'di 
cal college there the p up il had to be wen 
versed in the Chinese classic*;, and b<* 
well 
educated in all things |iertaining to religion 
as well as history, manners and 
custom s 
Only the most learned men are allowed to in­ 
struct in medicine a ml to exp lain the mean 
ing of p assages in the books written by sages 
in long p ast centuries. 
The examination of p up ils was not con 
ducted in the same manner as in this coun 
try. 
The p recep tor takes liefore his p up ils t 
man who has an ailment, and they each in 
turn examine him and determine from his 
symp toms what ails him. 
Then they writs 
out their findings and state the disease, its 
causes and its cure, which, if it corresp ond 
to the teachings of the books and the p rofes­ 
sor’s understanding of the case, demonstrates 
that the p up ils aro comp etent to p ractice 
medicine without the risk of being lieheaded 
as f ratals and cheats. 
The p up il is then given 
his dip loma, a board alxnit half an inch 
thick, about six inches wide and eighteen 
inches long, on which ap p ears in brass hiero­ 
glyp hics the statem ent that the owner is com 
p etent to treat for all outside and inside eom 
p laints. This dip loma is at the same time 
the medico’s sign, and a counterfeit thereof is 
a counterfeit of a legal form, p unishable by 
the most severe p enalties. 
THE ( KLESTlAL THEORY. 
According to the celestial theory of medi 
cine, which p artakes much of the nature of 
their theology ami p hilosop hy, man is closely 
associated with and influenced by the ex­ 
ternal world. 
For instance, there are five 
p lanets, Saturn, Jup iter, Mars, Venus and 
Mercury, which are sup jKiscd to have influ­ 
ence over the five viscera, stomach, li\**r, 
heart, lungs and kidneys; that there are live 
elements in man, earth, wood, lire, metal and 
water, corresp onding with five colors, yellow, 
green, red, white and black, and thos * re­ 
lated again to the five tastes, sw**ef, sour, 
bitter, p ungent and salt. 
The combination 
of the blood and the breath, they hold, con­ 
stitute life, and the withdrawal of one of 
these means death. 
With ail this fanciful 
theory there is also woven into the system in 
a manner utterly inexp licable the belief in 
the androgynous nature of all things, that 
everything is p art male and p art female. 
Such a thing as exp eriment iug in medicine is 
unknown. 
Dissecting they hold to be in 
human, and vivisection they denounce in un­ 
measured terms. 
W ith this view of th**se 
tilings it if imp ossible that the Chinese should 
have any surgery beyond p erhap s taking oil 
a mashed limb or cutting out a bullet. 
They 
have a sort of anaesthetic not so strong as 
chloroform, but it is seldom used, for, as 
Kwong Bhang said: 
“ What's the usei Man hurts, p ut him to 
sleep . 
No good. 
H urt all the same.’ 
The heart, according to Kwong Bhang, is 
the center of thought, the brain being, in the 
Chinese p hysiology, but an inferior p art of 
the man. There is no chemistry required in 
a Chinese doctor. 
Pretty near everything 
that comes to hand i> medicinal in its nature, 
and the Chinese p harm acop eia is as ex ten 
sive as their dictionary would bo if they had 
one, for no w ord will exp ress more than o;v* 
idea. 
The father of Chinese medicine was Shun 
Nong, and he lived a I » out, \000 years ago, 
lx*ing a sort of omjH'ror or p rince or demi 
god. 
» Shun Nong was not made like an or­ 
dinary mortal. 
lie was transp arent, and 
could see right through himself. 
Whenever 
any thing went wrong with him he just looked 
into himself to see what was the m atter, and 
then to o k his medicine and marked how the 
do se go t tb the spo t. He no ted do wn all his 
o ljeerv atio ns in a bo o k, and fro m these 
obser- 
, vat io ns and his deductio ns therefro m sueceed- 
ing generatio ns of phy sicians hav e nev er o nce 
departed.

not Agree with the rep orter that the bloo.l 
was p ump ed from the heart.

which are so p rominent iA the western p hysi­ 
ology, are utterly unknown to th» * Chinaman 
They can know nothing about tin**» * thing*, 
beraus * of their op p osition to the inhuman 
p ractice of dissection. 
Kwong Shnng'* tlteory in treating an ml 
mcut is that there are certain channels lead 
ing t » certain p ortions of the body, and that 
medicine p laced in the mouth and swallowed 
goes directly through these channels to the*.* 
jrortions. 
One of his medical books, which 
he exhibited t*> th<* imp orter, contain**! a dia 
gram of a statue called the Brass Man at Pekin, 
showing these various channels through which 
medicine p ass**« . 
The channels run across 
each other, an» l through vital p arts, with an 
absolute disregard of intersections and eon- 
fluency, ami the diagram rep resent» a p lat of 
a mining district with the different claims 
running into each other in the in*» stbewilder­ 
ing fashion. The only method of determining 
a p atient’s ailm ent is by examination of the 
p ulse. 
There are, so said » Shung Nong, and 
so say all his discip les to this day, twelve 
courses through which the p ulses run, and 
the office of the p ulses is to bring news from 
the im p ortant p ortions of the body us to their 
condition. 
Each w rist has three p ulses, and 
each p ulse two forms of develop ment. 
The 
Chinese p hysician occasionally looks at the 
p atient's tongue, but Kwong Hhotig is certain 
that no inform ation could be gained as to the 
state of a p atient’s lungs by listening at the 
breast. 
It is quite a featura of p ractice to 
diet p atients, and the failure of the p atient to 
stick to the diet generally results in a row .— 
Globe-Democrat Interview.

Fevers In M odern Rom e. 
Till within the last fifteen years Home was 
consp icuous among Europ ean cities for ex- 
emp tiou from typ hoid fever. 
This fact is 
borne out by the statistics of the Roman hos 
p itnls. 
Dr. Fattorini, in an essay, traces the 
np |K*uinn<*es of 
the disease to the sewage 
p oe.on for the first time finding its way into 
the drinking w ater of the inhabitants. 
The 
ancient Romans knew nothing of the revela 
lions of the microscop e, but they, by intur 
lion, ap p reciated the dangers to be exj>ectt‘U 
from the* accumulation of filth, and »‘ou­ 
st rueted a sulrterranean p assage of vast ex­ 
tent through which it was conveyed to the 
river. 
An abundance of p ure water was 
sup p lied to jKX» r and rich, anti the overflow 
wits sufficient to keep the sewer in a state of 
efficiency at all times. 
The causes of typ hoid 
fever at p resent, Dr. Fattorini attributes to 
a short water sup p ly, and the introduction of 
the English w ater closet system, which sends 
the sewage effluvia from floor to floor of the 
dwelling houses, thus contam inating the 
water in cisterns.—Herald of Health.

fried Ix-efsteak and saleratus as a substitute. 
“ D o n 't raise ’em round here excep t a«*» i 
dental like,” was the rep ort of a western 
landlord, while in the south delicious fried 
chicken may be had, but how seldom the egg, 
th« * liegiuning o f nil c h ic k en s. 
“They’re not sulwtantinl enough,” is tli* 
verdict in other directions. 
“If I could af­ 
ford then» , I don't sup p ose the boys would 
think they had ma le a meal unless they ate 
five or six.” 
For t his (•'inclusion she herself is p robably 
r;**i>on!*ible. 
If “the boys’’ had )>ecn taught 
i t the l>*y inning that the amount of nourish- 
m> ut in an egg is equivalent to a quarter of

As to their indigestibility, it is uoi 
the egg that is in fault, but the manner »»I 
cooking it and the variety of incongruities 
that are taken with it. 
We boil and try and 
turn out leathery omelets when required, but 
know few of the p ossibilities of really wed 
p rep ared eggs. 
The p oorest 
p easants ol 
southern 
Europ e, 
Prance, 
Sp ain, Italy, 
Greece, can p rep are an omelet, juicy, savory 
nd light, or serve you eggs in a dozen other 
ways, and there is every reason why vve 
hould follow their examp le; disp ense with 
he inordinate am ount of m eat we eat, and 
thus with some of the diseases p roduced by 
too much meat, and make breakfast less of a 
p roblem to the anxious housekeejK*!’. 
With 
fresh fruit, wheat in grainlet or some other 
form, g*mh 1 coffee and eggs, there is certainly 
l» oth variety enough and nourishm ent enough 
for even a hard working man, and the cost at 
most is no more than that of meat, and for 
much of the year fur less.— Helen Camp bell.
